Wilkesbarre, Pa., Aug. 24.—[{Speciai.]—The 
executive committee of the Public alliance 
“called on President Mitchell this afternoon 
and asked his codperation to bring about a 
settlement of the miners’ strike by arbitra- 
tion. The committee stated that they had 
called upon Senators Quay and Penrose at 
Atlantic City last week and that the two 
senators promised to do all in their power | 
to effect a settlement of the strike. 

Quay and Penrose thought they would like 
to have some facts and figures from the 
miners’ side. Mr. Mitchell promised to fur- 
nish these, and also told the committee that 
arbitration was the only thing that would 
bring the strike to an early termination.

Higginson’s Defending Squadron 
Wins the First War Game, 
Which Closes in an EX- 
citing Manner. 


Rockport, Mass., Aug.  24.—[{Special.J+ 
Commander Pillebury’s white squadron, rep< 
resenting a hostile naval force, was captured 
early this morning off the summer settie- 
ment of Magnolia, by Rear Admiral Higgin- 
-son's blue squadron, the home defense con- 
tingent, while trying to steal into Salem 
harbor, almost under the opponent's nose. 
‘The bloodless victory was achieved after a 


battleships of the blue. Their vigilance and 
the acumen displayed by Admiral Higgin- 
son were mainly responsible for the result, 
which demonstrated in large measure the 
splendid efficiency and usefulness of the 
navy in guarding the coast from hostile in- 
vasion.

Higginson called on kulsbury to surrender, 
Five minutes later the commander of the 
squadron gracefully complied, sending up a 
flag signal to, that effect.~ 


mander Pillsbury came aboard the Kear+ 
sarge, where he and Rear Admiral Higgin- 
son said pleasant things to each other. When 
this was over the Kearsarge, the Alabama, 
and the Massachusetts went back to Rock- 
port to await the reassembling of the entire 
fleet, dispatch boats being sent out in the 
meantime to gather in the guard and picket 
vessels strung out along the coast between 
Portland and Cape Cod. 


Closing of Game Exciting. 


It the closing incident of the campaign was 
tame compared with the real thing in naval 
warfare, it was nevertheless interesting in 
many ways.

THE NEW MAINE. 

The new battleship Maine, built to replace 
the old Maine sunk in Havana harbor, had 
its official trial of speed over the govern- 
ment’s course off Cape Ann on Saturday. 
The contract called for a speed of eighteen 
knots an hour for, four continuous hours. 
The test showed 18.8 knots, or about twenty- 
one miles, without tidal allowance. This 
extraordinary achievement shows that the 
Maine is the fastest sifip of its class in the 
navy, if not in the world, and in some re- 
spects the most formidable. The Illinois, 
which hitherto ‘has held the record, must 
lower its colors to the Maine, its best time 
hauing been 17.84 knots. 

It is a matter for national congratulation 
that the new. battleship, built in place of the 
old one of the same name, represents up to 
this time the maximum of speed combined 
with fighting strength and the highest 

achievement in naval construction. It is a 
floating fortress of which the whole country 
will be proud. No slower and no weaker. 
battleship than the new Maine should con-, 
tif@e that historical name upon the naval 
records. There is no other name the people 
of Illinois would like to see take the place 
of that of their own battleship in the record 
if speed and ability. 

It is now four years and a half (Feb. 15, 
1808) since the sinking of the old Maine in 
Havana harbor helped to precipitate the 
War with Spain. Its namesake is many 
times greater in power. It is faster by more 
than a knot, notwithstanding its tremendous 
mass and heavy battery. It is twice as big. 
The old Maine had a displacement of 6,080 
tons; the hew Maine has a displacement of 
12,600 tons. The old Maine lies rusting 
away in Cuban waters, and the precise 
method of its destruction may never clearly 
be known. The new Maine will speedily be 
in commission, swiftest, handsomest, and 
strongest of its class. Long may it last to 
“ sail the ocean blue,“ for it carries not only 
the flag of a new world power but the mem- 
ories of a tragedy which contributed toward 
making this nation a world power. 

FRENCH CANADA AND ANNEXATION. 
If Sir Wiltrid Laurier told the Paris Jour- 
nal that he was opposed to the union of Can- 
ada with the United States because “ French 
OCanada would disappear more quickly in 


that gigantic furnace than in a flood of. 


Anglo-Saxon immigration,” he was not 
using too strong a figure. Quebec and Mont- 
real could never resist the American con- 
tinentals as they have resisted the Canadian 
colonials. The immense preponderance of 
English speaking people in the United States 
would make the ultimate and, one might 
guess, the immediate triumph of Eng- 
Het imevitable. Of course, the Americans 
have been in one respect more fortunate 
them the Canadians. Their foreign fellow 
Citigens have some to this country as im- 
migrants. The English speaking people 
were bere first. Germans, Italians, Poles 
Came atterwards. In Canada it was dif- 
ferent.” Cartier and Champlain were not 
ien by any means. It took the genius 
of Pitt, organizer of victory. and of Wolfe, 
hero of the Heights of Abraham, to impose 
upon the French settlers the government of 
the Anglo-Saxon race. The newcomers

Bven if we make allowance for this dif- 
ference, however, there can be no doubt 
that the United States, with its long and 
suteessful practice of the art of assimila- 
tién and with its immense population would 
clése aro the French Canadians and 
wit into them like quicklime.

in the most outlying parts of the United 
States that this process meets with any 
~ Everywhere else it is thorough and 
implacable. If Sir Wilfrid, therefore, is at- 
‘ached to the French language and to French 


part of Canada as a French community, he 
does 4vell to look askance at American an- 
nexation. Nothing would be more fatal to 
his ambitions. 


THE PRESIDENT ON “TRUSTS.” 

In discussing the question of industrial 
combinations at Providence day before yes-. 
terday, the president adhered to that middle 
road which he has followed when consider- 
ing the subject on previous occasions. 
While the great majority approve his con- 
servative and judicious attitude, there are 
extremists who will secretly blame him for 
going too far and other extremists who will 
condemn him because he does not go far 
enough to suit them. „ 

The ultras who see danger lurking in 
every corporation, who denounce the princi- 
ple of combination, who maintain that all 
combines are mischievous and clamor for 
their immediate extirpation, will be offended 
when the president says he sees “ no prom- 
ise of a complete solution for all the prob- 
lems we group together when we speak of 
the trust question.“ The demagogues who 
seek to inflame labor against capital.and 
who are perpetually asserting that the 
poor are growing poorer” will take excep- 
tion to the president’s statement that the 
poor are not growing poorer, and that, on 
the whole, our people earn more and live 
better than ever before.“ 

There are men who say in their hearts 
that capital is always right and that there 
should be no attempt to interfere by law 
with its freedom of action. Such men will 
resent President Roosevelt’s statement that 
there are real and great evils in our social 
and economic life,” and that one of the 
evils is the great increase in large private, 
and especially in large corporate, fortunes.” 
The men who possess the fortunes and who 
have organized immense and wealthy indus- 
trial corporations can see no evil in what 
they have or what they do. The system

They are not in sympathy 
with the president’s declaration that there 
is need for the supervision of great indus- 
trial cémbinations; that the nation should 
assume control over them; and that if the 
constitution will not permit adequate legis- 
lation it should. be so amended as to permit 
it. The trust magnates do not relish 
the proposition that the sunlight of publicity 
shall illuminate the dark places of their 
enterprises. They wish to be let altogether 
alone. The president displeases them, for 
he is resolved they shall not be let alone.

CUBA AND SOUTH DAKOTA. : 

There is a volume called “ Primera Mem- 

oria Anual sobre las Escuelas Publicas de 
Ouba.” In this volume, and in the pub- 
_licity now being given to its contents, the 
American who is chagrined by the tariff 
situation may find some balm for his hurt. 
The first annual report of the Cuban pub- 
lie schools throws a strong light on the ed- 
ucational meaning of the short term of 
American government. Where previously 
there was a ragtag and bobtail kind of 
school system, which was anything but 
systematic, there is now at least the frame- 
work of a carefully organized system which 
may be expected to become increasingly 
efficient. The Cuban child owes the possi- 
biity of an education to the temporary 
dominance of American ideals. 

The statistics of Cuban school attend- 
ance are in brief these: Of the children of 
school age 47 per cent are enrolled; of the 
children of school age 24 per cent are in 
regular attendance. ‘This showing could 
be. and doubtless will be, improved. One 
may be thankful, however, that it is as good 
as it is. One may feel like Bishop Wilber- 
force's clergyman, who used to look around 
the table before he said grace, and if he 
saw champagne glasses began with “ Boun- 
tifal Jehovah,” and if there were only 
claret glasses could at least acknowledge 
that “we are not worthy of the least of 
thy mercies.” The Cuban school children 
are not altogether satisfactory, but they 
are doing pretty well. 7 

There are places in this country whe 
the Cubans would not feel badly out- 
classed. In a certain county in South Da- 
kota, recently investigated by a representa- 
tive of a Chicago charitable society, there 
were 1,582 children who were enrolled and 
525 who were not enrolled. In other words, 
about 25 per cent of the ehildren of the 
county were not going to school. Further, 
the children who did go to school were 
receiving a scanty training. The average 
number of school days put in by the school 
child during the year was eight. There is 
a liberal education, an expanding of the 
young mind, a sticoting of the young idea! 
The difficulties in the way of school at- 
tendance in some parts of South Dakota 
must of course be kept in view. So must 
the difficulties of school attendance in Cuba. 


| The island is thinly settled. It has a popu- 
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lation of a million and a half, while Ohio, 
with about an ‘equal area, has a population 
of four millions. Besides, there is a crowd- 
ing of population in certain parts of the 
island, leaving the other parts so poor in 
people that organizing’ schodls is a serious 
enterprise. ‘These things considered, one. 
must admit that Cuba is receiving its new 
learning with a becoming and satisfactory 
display of enthusiasm, and that its inten- 
tions for the future are probably even bet- 
ter than its accomplishments in the past. 


ADVICE TO SOUTHERN REPUBLICANS. 


The republican party in many southern 


states exists only to elect delegates to na- 


tional conventions—delegates whose hon- 


esty has not always been above reproach 
and to supply federal officeholders when 
the republican party is in power. 
the same, except as to the character of dele- 

gates, can be said of the democratic party 

of Vermont. But the Vermont democrats, 

although there are so few of them, come 

forward every year precisely as if they had 

a fighting chance, They nominate candi- 

dates. They hold political meetings. They 

go to the polls to vote. If they carry a small 

town, ordinarily republican, they exult over 

and are encouraged by it. They are, indeed, 
thankful for small fa vors. 

It would be well for the republican party 
in the south if it patterned after the “ never 
say die” democrats of the Green Mountain 
state. The republicans in states like South 
Carolina, Mississippi, and Georgia are in 
the minority, but that does not excuse their 
failure to nominate candidates, make the 
best campaign they know how, and poll all 
the votes they can. They never will make 
converts if they never preach their princi- 
ples. The apathy of the republicans in some 
southern states—their apparent belief that 
the party exists only to elect delegates to 
national conventions—is largely responsible 
for the demand that the representation in 
convention of the states in question be cut 
down. Why should special consideration 
be shown to men who never will go to the 
trouble of making a fight for their princi- 
ples, and whose political activity is confined 
to keeping their grip on the “ organization ” 
in the state so they may have a lien on the 
local federal offices? 

The president wishes the southern repub- 
licans to be more strenuous and strive to 
build up the party if the odds are heavily d 
against them. That is the wish of all north- 
ern republicans who have given the subject 
any thought. The party cannot gain ground 
in the south and cannot win respect there 
unless it displays more courage than it has 
of late years. An opponent who does not 
show his colors is held in low esteem. 

There should be this fall a republican 
candidate for congress in every southern 
district, and the candidate should travel

| BUSHIDO.” 

England is just now agitated by the ques 
tion of religious instruction in publie 
schools. The reason for the agitation is to 
be found in the fears of the nonconformists 
with regard to the new educational bill. 
They think that under the provisions of that 
bill the established church will obtain an un- 
tair advantage over them. As a consequence 
they have gone so far as to suggest, through 
their leaders, Mr. Joseph Parker and Mr. 
Hugh Price Hughes, that they may find it 
necessary to refuse to pay the taxes which 
are likely to be applied to the instruction of 
the youth of England in doctrines which are 
repugnant to nonconformist ideas. The 
principle seems to be established in England 
that the public schools are to give instruc- 
tion of a religious character. The quarrel 
lies in the share of that instruction which is 
to be assigned to the various religious 
bodies. 

It is interesting to compare with this sys- 
tem the vastly different system which has 
been adopted by England’s ally in the far 
east. The Japanese public schools do not 


confine themselves to matters purely secu- | 


lar. They are concerned with the morals, 
as well as with the intellect, of their pupils. 
In accomplishing their purpose, however, 
they employ a method which is altogether 
their own. They have what is called 
“ bushido.” What is meant by “ bushido” 
it is perhaps difficult for a foreigner to say. 
Yerhaps an exact definition is impossible. 
A general description is easier. “ Bushido” 
is that kernel of moral principle which is 
found in most of the religious of the world. 
It consists mainly of the idea of righteous- 
ness. It teaches charity and philanthropy. 
It denounces injustice and selfishness. It 
stands for those things which religion in 


general, apart from theology, regards as 


good. It is averse to those things which re- 
ligion in general regards as bad. Briefly, 
it is “ethical culture.” Therefore, while 
Japan has two religions, Shintoism and 
Buddhism, it teaches neither. It goes no 
further than “ bushido” will allow. Now, 
“ bushido” is not inconsistent with either 
Buddhism or Shintoism. At the same time 
it is only a part of each ot them. Never- 
theless, the people seem to be satisfied with 
it, and the question of religious instruction 
does not seem to rise to perplex the govern- 
ment. What causes trouble in England 
hardly receives notice in Japan. 

Nor can one say that the reason for this 
is to be discovered in the immaturity of the 
Japanese school system. It is true that 
only twenty-seven years have gone by since 
that system was inaugurated. It is also 
true, however, that at the present time the 
percentage of children enrolled in the
